SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Sex Voyage (also known as Private Gold 19) is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The DVD mainly contains the explicit sex feature of the same title involving a series of 
scenes in which women engage in sexual activity with other women and men in ever 
increasing numbers on, or in the environs of, the "Private" (adult entertainment 
company) cruise-liner. The feature depicts sexual conduct of a degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning nature and degrades, dehumanises and demeans the 
female participants and women in general to a high degree and extent in four 
sequences and presents problematic dialogue in the introductory scene. 

These depictions and dialogue are unable to be excised from the feature on the DVD. 
With this content intact the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the 
public good. 
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The criteria applied by the Classification Office and the resultant banning of this 
publication are prescribed by law. The classification of the DVD interferes with 
freedom of expression, but the outcome for Sex Voyage is a reasonable limitation on 
the freedoms outlined in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, prescribed by 
law in order to avoid injury to the public good. Were the option available, of excising 
the material falling under s3(3)(a)(iii) and s3(3)(c) of the FVPC Act from the DVD, 
excisions would be recommended to enable the availability of the DVD to the public. 
The otherwise sustained, explicit depiction of adult sexual activity renders the 
publication unsuitable for young people and children. 
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
